PRESIDENT S ADDRESS. 

LADIES, I have much pleasure in welcoming you to this, the thir 
teenth Annual Meeting of the Toronto Local Council of Women, and as 
the details of our work for the past year will be shown by the reports of 
the Secretaries, Treasurer and Conveners, I hope you will allow me to 
pass at once to these matters which it would seem have more particularly 
engaged our attention and interest. 

SUPERVISED PLAYGROUNDS. 

First then, in regard to supervised playgrounds, so ably dealt with by 
Mrs. J. L. Hughes, not only in her eloquent address at our last Annual 
Meeting, but by her successful effort in carrying on, for an entire season, 
the Vacation School and Supervised Playground in St. John s Ward, 
which then so proved its usefulness that we are, with cut doubt, justified 
in asking the authorities to provide these schools for Toronto. I am 
glad, in this connection, to point out that a good example has been set 
us by Halifax, where jour Supervised Playgrounds exercise an uplifting 
influence on child nature, and by Montreal and St. John, in which places 
well equipped schools have also been established. It is encouraging to 
know that through the exertions of the Local Councils in these each of 
three cities, the Vacation Schools and Supervised Playgrounds receive a 
Municipal grant for their maintenance. 

PREVENTION OF CRIME. 

The Council has from its inception taken a deep interest in all matters 
relating to the prevention of crime, and we have always held that the 
truest prevention lies in the protection of children from base and immoral 
influences. The hasty committal of a boy to the prison cells on his first 
offence has been in the experience of many leading prison reformers the 
starting point in a criminal career. To surround erring children with 
kindness and helpful influences should be the aim of all who have the wel 
fare of the community at heart, and no trouble or expense should be spared 
to secure the best results. The Children s Court, with the appointment 
of Probation Officers selected from among the best Mission Workers of 
the city, is proving exceedingly popular and successful throughout the 
United States. We, i Ontario, had these Children s Courts several years 
before they were taken up elsewhere, but the duties were simply added 
to those of the regular magistrates, who could not give the subject that 
careful and sympathetic consideration it deserved. Neglect also to 
have a sufficient number of Probation Officers to properly supervise the 
children has led to failure in many instances. There is at present a Child 
ren s Protection Law being considered by the Dominion Government, 
which if adopted, will place Canada in the front rank, in this question, 
and it is the earnest hope of the Council that such legislation will soon 
be granted. 
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CITIZENSHIP. 

The National Council of Women at the recent Annual Meetin^ 
falling into line with the International Council, voted for a Committee 
on (_ iti::cns/iip. and the Toronto Local Council is, in its turn expected 
to form a Local Committee of the same character. I believe few people 
to-day will question the need for the inculcation of the truth that fair 
play, integrity and honour, are essential elements in the upbuildino- of 
a great nation, and if we desire in the future a Government free frorrT re 
proach, we shall require to train ourselves, as well as others in the ethics 
)t good citizenship, for as we build now so will the national life of the fuHire 
be the better or the worse. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION IN SCHOOLS. 

I need only allude to our effort to secure Medical Inspection in the 
Is. as the cause of the children was ably pleaded by Mrs. Archibald

In reference to this the following facts are submitted ; The number 

of insane committed to the gaols of Ontario during the past year was 

fty-six less than in the previous year, and the length of time these thus 

committed were detained in custody was shorter than ever before. As soon 

; was reported to the Department that an insane person had been 

sent to gaol while awaiting admission to an Asylum, no effort was spared 

&gt; hasten the desired transfer. In the several counties the local authori 

ties have arranged for some suitable place of detention other than the gaol . 

:he law now is, no magistrate is justified in sending an insane person 

to gad unless he has positive evidence that, the insanity is of such a 

^ ger 5 US character as to render it absolutely necessary to place the 

tticted one behind prison bars. The amendment to the law passed 

he last session of the Legislature, has a tendency to prevent and 

discourage the use of gaols for the insane. The experience of one year 

turmshes the best of reasons for believing that we should never return 

- P ractlce f confining the insane in our gaols, thus adding to their 

miction the degradation of criminal associations. Unfortunately it 

has been extremely difficult to get the local authorities at Toronto to 

recognize the fact that the insane may be sent directly to the asylum

without having to be first committed to gaol. However, in other parts of 
the Province the new Act is being carefully observed, and Toronto Gael 
is about the only one where the insane are still sent, in spite of the law 
which enacts that they shall, pending removal to the asylum, be cared 
for in some place "other than the gaol." 

QUINQUENNIAL MEETING. 

I am happy to inform you that at the annual meeting o f the National 
Council of Women, held in Hamilton last October, our invitation to the 
International Council of Women was supplemented by a cordial invitation 
from the Toronto City Council through the Mayor, and I may add, that I 
also feel certain of the hearty support of the Universities, who. when 
approached signified their approval. 

Our invitation, after some debate, was accepted, in preference to 
the invitation from the Montreal Local Council, as it was conceded that 
Toronto has greater facilities, especially in the way of large halls, for the 
accommodation of this gathering from all parts of the world, and the 
promise of willing co-operation from all the local Councils was gracefully 
emphasized by the Montreal representatives. 

I know that the members of our affiliated Societies, who in 1909 
will be the hostesses to this great bcdy of intellectual women from 
twenty-two other nations, will have an immense responsibility, that 
careful preparation and a perfect organization will be necessary, but 
at the same time I feel sure that they will rise to the occasion and 
work hand in hand so that we may prove ourselves worthy of the high 
honour conferred upon us by the acceptance of the invitation of the Toron 
to Local Council of Women. 

Although I have to record the resignation of our Corresponding 
Secretary, Miss H. M. Hill, I am glad to remind you that we shall net 
altogether lose her assistance, as she has become one of our Life Patrons. 
She has manifested, in many ways, her interest in our Council work, and 
it was through her kindness in giving the course of five illustrated lectures 
on European Travel that our treasury was last year enriched by over 

$200.00. 

I must however, suggest that this sum will not last forever, and 
that the regular fees paid by the federated Societies are not sufficient for 
our enterprises, which in their beginning usually require some outlay. 

I would urge that during the coming year there be at our Executive 
meetings, a more regular attendance of the representatives from the 
Federated Societies, and that at least cnce a year the representatives of 
each Society take advantage of the opportunity afforded them, at our 
Council meetings, not only to understand for themselves what their fellow 
workers are striving to accomplish for the common good, but also, in 
their return, to impress the value of their own conceptions and achieve 
ments in their particular lire of work. 

Before concluding this address I desire on behalf of the Council to 
thank the Press for the valuable help they have given us, and to add 
my own thanks to the Vice-Presidents, Secretaries, Treasurer, Conveners, 
and others who have so readily given their time and attention to the 
work of the Toronto Local Coxmcil of Women.

LADY EDGAR S ADDRESS OX THE 
QUINQUENNIAL. 

I have been invited by your President to say a few words on a subject 
interesting to all the members of the National Council and to which we 
want to draw the attention of the public. 
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As many of you have heard the International Council of Women 
intend holding their next quinquennial meeting in Toronto, during the 
summer of 1909. For the information of those who do not know what 
the International Council is, I may state that it is a federation of National 
Councils or unions of women, formed in various countries for the promotion 
of a mutual understanding between all associations of women, working 
for the benefit of the community. 

The meeting in 1909 will be an opportunity for women from all parts 
cf the world to confer upon questions relating to the welfare of the com 
monwealth, the family and the individual. 

It must be remembered that the International Council is organized 
in the interest of no particular propaganda. 

It was formed in 1888 by a number of earnest women workers in 
America after consultation with friends in England and France. Us 
first President was Mrs. Fawcett. At the same time the National Council 
of Women of the United States was formed, with Miss Frances Willard 
as President. 

Five years afterwards in 1893 the first quinquennial was held at 
Chicago in connection with the World s Fair. Over thirty different 
nationalities were represented. 

Many of these representatives returned to their own countries re- 
sclved to form National Councils, and at the next quinquennial, which 
was held in London, England, in 1899, under the presidency of Ladv 
Aberdeen, ten fully organized National Councils took part. 

The third quinquennial was 1: eld in Berlin in 1904, under the presid 
ency of Mrs. Sewell, when nineteen National Councils were represented. 
At the Berlin meeting the Countess of Aberdeen was again elected President 
and it was agreed that the next Quinquennial should be held in Canada. 
Toronto was fortunate enough to be selected as the place of meeting. 
Twenty, perhaps more, organized National Councils will take part. 
Germany, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, the Netherlands, Italy, France, 
Austria Hungary, Switzerland and Belgium the youngest member 
Tasmania. New Zealand, Victoria, New South Wales, South Australia, 
Argentina, besides Great Britain and Ireland, the United States and 
Canada. 

It is indeed a world parliament a realization of the poets dream. 
Seven or eight millions of women are represented in the twenty National 
Councils. As union is strength, no one can doubt but that much can be 
accomplished for humanity by the organized systematic work, of these 
women workers of the world. 

May I bespeak for the Quinquennial to be held in Toronto in 1909 
under the leadership of that grand worker the Countess of Aberdeen, 
as cordial and enthusiastic a welcome as it obtained in London and 
Berlin.

We close our thirteenth year with thirty-two affiliated Societies, 
the two new ones being the Women s Welcome Hostel and the Victoria 
Women s Residence and Educational Association.

Wallace, Mrs. Buck. 

We welcome as individual members Mrs. Howarth, Mrs. Pollard and 
Mrs. Blyth Sinclair. 

Letters of condolence were written to the relatives of Mrs. Scales; 
formerly an ardent friend of the Council, and to those of Susan B. Anthony, 
the champion of womanhood, who has devoted her long life to the better 
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ment of the conditions of women, with results well known to these who 
can look back to the times of Miss Aiuhony s youth. 

Miss Anthony was the most honoicd guest at the Congress at Berlin, 
her intellect as keen as ever and her vast fund of accurate knowledge 
constantly called upon Well done gccd and faithful servant, may well 
be said of her. What grower service to the world has ever the highest 
done than the upraising cf womanhood. 

We have had ten Executive meetings. 

Of our public meetings, the first was our annual meeting of last 
January. The evening session was made very interest ing by able addresses 
viz., Dr. Helen MacMurchy, on the Care of the Feeble "minded ; Mrs. 
Hughes, on the girl as she leaves school ; Mrs. Willoughby Cummings, 
on the interest all over America aroused by the coming of the Quinquen 
nial in 1909. 

At a public meeting on the evening of March 3ist, we had an excellent 
address from Dr. Gilmour, on the Prevention of Crime, based upon an 
experience of ten years with the delinquent classes. Followed by discus 
sion in which Mr. Hughes and Mr. Kelso took part. 

A public meeting in December centred its focus on the Medical In 
spection of Schools, the subject introduced by Mrs. Huestis. Followed 
by able addresses from Dr. Helen MacMurchy, Dr. Chas. Hastings and 
Dr. Hodgetts, who all promised their co-operation. It was not advanced 
that there was no inspection, but that much further medical help w^s 
necessary. That other cities were doing much more as an example, 
that Japan has 9,000 medical inspectors of schools, another lesson 
which those Eastern Islanders may teach us. 

This month we had the gicat pleasuie of welcoming the National 
Council Executive to their one day session. You will be pleased to hear 
that Mrs. Brown (Faith Fenton) has accepted the post of Convener of 
their Press Committee. She expects to enlarge the MESSENGER before 
long and to send it to each member of every affiliated Society, so that 
the Council and its work shall be thoroughly understood. 

A motion Avill be placed before you to be voted upon concerning 
the reading of reports at the public meetings. It would be well to ex 
plain the necessity, viz., that as it has been impossible to read them all 
at on meeting, it is proposed that the reports of the Standing Committees 
be given at the annual meeting to be followed by as many reports from 
affiliated Societies as possible, and the remainder to be presented at the 
other public meetings in the year. 

And may I add that while asking for condensed, practical reports, 
the Committee do not wish the curtailment of any matter of special 
interest which may now and then arise. 

Allow me to conclude with sincere regrets that I am unable to ccn- 
tinue to act as Corresponding Secretary, and with many, many thanks 
for your cordial co-operation and appreciation of what little I have 
been able to do. My interest in the work of the Council will be as keen 
as ever and doubltess I shall be able soon to have the privilege of helping 
in some branch that I shall feel more capable of attending to regularly.

MEDICAL INSPECTION IN SCHOOLS. 

In outlining the winter s work, as a Council, it was decided tnat the 
subject of Medical Inspection of Schools should receive our earnest 
consideration. To this end a Committee was formed, the members being 
Dr. Margaret Gorddi, Dr. Lucas, Dr. Helen MacMurchy, with Mrs. 
Archibald Huestis Convener. So far we have received much encourage 
ment, and feel that if we can assist in influencing public opinion towards 
the furthering of this need, we will not have worked in vain. One open 
meeting has been held and magnificent addresses on the subject were 
given to the Council and a few interested friends. Dr. Helen Mac 
Murchy, who contributed a paper on Medical Inspection, to the British 
Medical Association, meeting here last August, was our first speaker. 
Following her, Dr. Chas. Hastings, of the University Senate, and Dr. 
Chas. Hodgetts, Secretary of the Provincial Board of Health. We 
gleaned from these speakers that Toronto, in this respect at least, was away 
behind the times, and were also encouraged to press forward to attain 
our goal. 

By way of showing how women can do things, let me tell you of the 
work of the Montreal Women s Club, in affiliation with the Montreal 
Council . These ladies saw the need that existed in the schools of Montreal, 
and after four years of effort, have to-day 40 Inspectors receiving $20.00 
a month each for their services, and conducting a daily inspection at the 
schools. After the examinations were first made, nearly 50% of the 
children were found diseased, or in danger from home surroundings. 

After presenting the claims, we as a Committee, f sit required attention,, 
to the National Council Executive, meeting here this month, it was de 
cided to take up this matter at the next annual meeting held in Vancouver. 
In the meantime the National Executive empowered the Ontario Local. 
Councils to use all means to further this plan, and were given permission 
to ask the Government regarding their attitude. 

In taking up this question of Medical Inspection in Public and 
Private Schools, the Local Council of Women of Toronto are not studying 
a new subject, a debatable one, or an untried experiment . 

This inspection is nothing new, having been established in France 
in 1833, England later, Boston in 1894, and New York in 1897. There 
fore it has been tried, and proved, and not found wanting. True, ob- 
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jections have been raised to the way some of the Inspectors have gone 
about their work, but to the vital subject itself no objection can be raised 
save expense. In time, other Governments have been brought to see 
the economic value of saving their boys and girls, and when this work, or 
need, is brought to the attention of our own authorities, I feel sure they 
will not be slow to see its advantages. In England to-day, a movement 
is on foot whereby the Government hope to lower that appalling death-rate 
of 1 20,000 babies in one year, by supplying sterilized milk to those in need 
and the mover, in so many words says : " We should see that the child 
ren were "Well Born" in the natural sense of the words that the mother 
had good air, good water, good housing, ease, and a certain amount of 
leisure, and all the conditions that give comfort and health ; and then 
that the child should be well nourished and dealt with from the earliest 
moments." And the question comes, how to deal wisely with them. 

"As the aim of an education must ever be the development of the 
fullest and soundest mental, moral and physical life of which the individ 
ual is capable," so it has been recogized within recent years that the 
State owes more to the child than a mental education alone. Medical 
Inspection means that the pupil, and not the educational system only 
is being considered, and its objects embrace a two-fold measure, first to 
reveal and correct unsanitary conditions existing in the schools, and 
secondly, to detect disease, especially of a contagious or infectious char 
acter. The value of inspection shows itself along numerous lines af 
fecting the condition not only of the child, but also the teacher, the 
parents, and the commuity at large. It has proven where tried to be an 
important factor in the education of children, and especially the parents, 
in matters relating to personal and home hygiene, and it has directed the 
attention of health and school boards to improvements reforms which 
before had not attracted attention." While one acknowledges that it is 
a delicate matter to dictate to parents about the care their children need, 
still after a little thought on the part of the parents it has been proven 
that they have taken kindly to the inspection. 

Already elementary teaching is given in hygiene, and that most 
helpful of all subjects, Domestic Science. These things must impress 
the girls, who will be the mothers of the next generation. But in the 
meantime, daily we see children undersized, fed, but oftimes not nourished . 
And what is at the bottom of it all ignorance. " The appalling ignorance 
of most of the poorer classes in the great cities is a sufficient proof of the 
utter inadequacy of the system under which they were educated. Every 
friend of the poor knows by painful experience how oblivious they are of 
the first principles of cleanliness, of health, of domestic economy, of the 
nurture of children. They have no conception of the value of fresh air, 
of the qualities of food, of the art of cookery." Medical Inspection would 
help in a great measure to overcome these difficulties. Personal cleanli 
ness would then be insisted upon, under fear of severe censure, 
if not temporarily expelled, until the law in these hygienic matters could 
be obeyed. 

Take the immigrant class coming almost daily to our shores and 
their offspring crowding into our schools. Whence came they, and out 
of what surroundings ? In many European countries constantly under 
Government supervision, like so many children, while here these restraints 
are cast aside air free, and thoughts and ideas equally so, and just go as 
you please, provided you do not too glaringly offend the Board of Health , 
or the Children s Aid Society, or the Humane. Out of this comes much 
to be righted. 

The movement for school inspection will stand the light of day, 
and the more attention you turn upon it, the more convinced will you 
become of its necessity. There is no use here quoting figures of inspections 
conducted in New York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia or nearer home, 
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Montreal. What we want to talk is Toronto. This seems a narrow point 
of view, when one hopes this movement will extend in time from ocean 
to ocean of our fair domain. But for the present, Toronto is quite a field 
in which to work. 

Through the courtesy of Dr. John Fleming Gccdchild, Secretary of 
the Hygiene Section of the Ontario Education Association, I am enabled 
to give you some quite startling figures taken from 35 of our schools in 
March, and covering observations of 12,000 or over children. I use the 
word "observation" advisedly. Observations on the part of the teachers 
being represented in this report. And the question conies up : Are the 
teachers qualified to make a correct guess at things medical ? I questions 
And in support of this give the finding of Dr. Francis Warner of London. 

1. TEACHER : " Most Inattentive Child." 

DR. W. : Full of involuntary hand movements ; pale ; 
bad nutrition." 

2. TEACHER : " Untidy Work." 

DR. W. : " Nearly blind in left eye." 

3. TEACHER : " Child quiet, but dull." 
DR. W. : " Adenoid Growths." 

However, as we have not got Medical Inspection we can only take 
the teacher s word. 

But to return to the 12,000 children who were under observation 
for one month. Total days absence during the month for illness, 24,725. 
Surely education under difficulties. 

As our Board of Health dees look after contagious diseases, suppose 
we turn our attention to the numbers, net on their list and yet existing 
in these 35 schools represented.

and so on. This out of 12,000 children, and there are enrolled 30,000 to 
35,000 in our 60 public schools alone, exclusive of private schools and 
colleges. 

Dr. Charles Hodgetts, Secretary of the Provincial Board of Health, 
says : 

In considering the introduction of the system in this Province, 
the question naturally arises, what are the objections that could be raised, 
and what weight they carry in preventing its early adoption? They must 
be considered under two classes : those of the parent and of the teacher. 
To the former it may appear unnecessary, chiefly for the reason that all 
the dangers and disadvantages -surrounding modern school life, together 
with their far-reaching effect upon the health and physique of the future 
men and women of our country, are not apparent to them, hence a cam 
paign of education among the parents is necessary, and even when seized 
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of all the facts, objections will still be strong on the ground of increasing 
cost, hence extra school rates. These must be met by statements showing 
the financial losses to the state, both on physical, mental and hygienic 
grounds, as also the great financial losses incurred by individuals and 
municipalities, for medical treatment of diseases, not to mention the less 
and suffering caused by death. 

The objections raised by educationists and educational authorities 
are more difficult to deal with, but fortunately the pendulum of opinion 
is swinging in the right direction, and the prominent men in all civilized 
countries are strong advocates of this system. There can be no gainsaying 
the fact that the duties of the teacher and principal will be increased, 
and it will require the teacher to devote some portion of his studies to 
the subject of hygiene, as related to the child and child-life, and diseases 
incident thereto." 

Now, as to the number of Inspectors required for our 35,000 or more 
Toronto children. In New York each Inspector had 5,000 under his 
care, while in Montreal to-day for 60,000 children, 40^ Inspectors are 
employed. This is a matter of which we, as a Council, need hardly con 
cern ourselves. If the Inspection is daily or monthly, will depend a good 
deal on how the inspection is financed, and the number would have in a 
measure to be regulated by how much the pa-rents are willing to be taxed . 
Personally, I hope, all Private, Public and Rural Schools may in time be 
compelled to adopt this system. As so much is said on child-saving 
to-day, let me ask what better way could be employed than this ?

CARE OF FEEBLE MIXDED WOMEX IX ONTARIO. 

This subject has repeatedly been brought before the Government 
of Ontario by the Council, and it was no doubt largely owing 
to their representations that in June last the Hon. W. J. Hanna, Provincial 
Secretary, gave instructions that a census of the feeble minded in the 
Province should be proceeded with at once by Dr. Helen MacMurchy. 

A Preliminary Report of this census up to Sept. 3oth, 1906 (the end 
of the Government year), was placed in the hands of the Minister in 
October, and is to be laid before the House during the present session. 
It is believed that the evidence given in this report is of the most con 
vincing character and shows that a Permanent Home for Feeble Minded 
Girls and Women is urgently required at once. 
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One thing only remains to be done to secure this namely, the atten 
tion of the members of the Legislature to the facts contained in Dr. 
MacMurchy s Special Preliminary Report, so that when it is presented 
to the House, they may support "the Government in taking action on the 
.matter. 



DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 

Your Committee believe that a general survey over the field of Dom- 
estic Science, may be helpful to our members, and have pleasure in 
making the following report. 

At the Lillian Massey Normal Training School of Household Science 
last June, two students graduated from the University cf Toronto with 
the Degree of Bachelor of Household Science. In August the University 
established a Faculty of Household Science, and a new building is shortly 
to be erected for the Department. At present the University work 
in this subject is being carried en in the Lillian Massey School. The 
School is also carrying on Normal work, the successful students being 
granted, by the Department of Education, teachers certificates qualifying 
them to teach Household Science in Public and High Schools. 

In addition many occasional students take short courses in the 
various subjects offered. 

A work that is not perhaps generally known is that for the boys at 
Broadview Boys Institute. Mr. Atkinson, the Superintendent, reports 
that Household Science is one of the most popular subjects taught in the 
Institute. This year, seventy or more boys registered for it. The boys 
use their knowledge when they go camping in the summer, and some of 
the mothers tell of their boys getting up and preparing breakfast for them, 
others how the boys prepare the tea, etc. The boy should be taught food 
values as well as the girl, and it dees not come amiss for a boy or man 
to know how to do the practical work of preparing necessary food 
materials. 

At the Technical High School the numbers of students in Domestic 
Science still continues to increase. Refusals, owing to lack of room, 
have had to be given since the formation of- the classes in October. 
A new building however, is now promised, and a site chosen. This will 
obviate the difficulty. The yearly prize, given by the Canadian House 
hold Economic Association to the successful student of th.- night classes, 
was won by Miss Jarvis. This prize is offered as a recognition on the the 
part of these houekeepers and home-makers, to the girls, who are trying 
to perfect themselves in Household Science. 

Our Government is now planning to open Normal Schools throughout 
the country, with Domestic Science on the curriculum. This will spread 
the work greatly. 

A new centre is also opened in the Queenf Alexandra School on 
Broadview Ave. Here the girls of our public schools gather for instruc 
tion, and in the delightfully bright room, a profitable hour can be spent 
by any of our members who may be further interested in tins subject.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE WOMEN S 

BUILDING 

CANADIAN NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 

Your Committee have to report another successful year s work on 
behalf of the interests of women and children at the Canadian National 
Exhibition. 

The prize list was thoroughly revised last spring and many additions 
were made to the same, with the desire to bring before the exhibitors 
classes of work of real educational value. 

With this in view, your Committee also secured a valuable loan 
exhibition of the best laces and embroideries as an object lesson to work 
ers who may not have had opportunities of seeing work so far superior to 
their own. 

They were much indebted to the Countess of Aberdeen for the loan 
of an exquisite shawl of the finest Carrickma cross lace, and also a fan 
made by workers of the Irish Industries Association, a fac simile of that 
made for Queen Alexandra s coronation. 

Your Committee were glad to be able to arrange for daily demonstra 
tions in manual training by boys from the Broadview Institute, which 
proved of great interest to the public, and it is hoped was also the means 
of making more widely known the excellent work that is being done 
by that institution. 

The feasibility and desirability of promoting the home handicrafts 
of spinning and weaving was again forcefully illustrated by demonstra 
tions, when a practical worker carded and spun the work, and another 
worked at a hand loom, while the really beautiful exhibit of homespuns 
shown by the Women s Art Association told more loudly than in words- 
of the artistic value of such w r ork, as well as its great commercial value 
to the French Canadian women who carry it on in their homes to-day. 
If any of the young women in other parts of Canada who now leave their 
father s homes to crowd into the city factories, can be influenced by 
this object lesson to follow the example of their French Canadian sisters,,, 
and so escape from the many difficulties and dangers that so frequently 
beset them in their unaccustomed city life, your Committee will feel them 
selves richly rewarded for the work and time they have expended.

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LAWS FOR THE BETTER PROTECTION OF WOMEN AND 

CHILDREN. 

It again devolves upon me to present my report concerning the Laws 
for the Better Protection of Women and Children. During the past year 
fewer inquiries have been presented by the affiliated organizations. 
Our National Chairman, Mrs. Edwards, referred a list of questions chiefly 
relating to our foreign population ; likewise her resume of " Ontario 
Law. concerning Women and Children. This compendium has been 
(as many of you know) in process of preparation for some time, we hope 
to possess that information shortly. It was necessary to refer these mat 
ters to some member of the legal fraternity. 

Last winter, many of you may recollect, my report dealt principally 
with the condition of Women and Children employed in our factories, 
mercantile houses, workshops and stores, the utilization of children of 
tender years, and the legislation that existed for their protection. 

The advance has been slow, yet considerable. The work accom 
plished by our different Factory Inspectors cannot be over-estimated, 
and its advantages are incalculable to the workers, employees, and 
lastly, to all classes of the community. 

The manufacturer, or employer of labor is beginning to realize most 
emphatically that unhygienic surroundings, as evidenced by dearth of 
necessary and sanitary conveniences, illy ventilated, over or tinder- 
heated rooms, over-crowding, over hours, only result in deterioration of 
the health of the laborer, producing inefficient services, which results 
.ultimately in less money for the employer. 

It is also gratifying to note that employers are more willing to meet 
the views o&gt;f the Inspectors, are more keenly alive to their responsibilities 
and on the whole the situation is more favorable than it was last year. 

A large number of new factories have been erscted recently, that 
are not only pleasant but healthful, good natural light, first class wash 
rooms, good drainage, machinery well guarded, efficient ventilation, 
lunch rooms altogether a pleasanter, saner picture, and one which un 
doubtedly enhances the earning capacity of the laborer and results in 
enlarged profits to employers. 

Sections 33 and 51 of the "Ontario Act" relating to factories 
states that " The owner, proprietor or manager of any factory shall not 
begin operating until he shall have received a certificate of Inspection 
from the Factory Inspector, as well as a permit to operate the same. 
Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be liable to pen 
alties provided for in section 19 of this Act ". If this clause were 
more generally known, many difficulties and expensive alterations would 
be obviated, especially is this true with the establishment of factories 
outside of Toronto. 

Another important, yet oftentimes neglected item, relates to fire 
escapes. 

There is som^ improvement owing to vigilant inspection and the fact 
that the public are more generally alive to the inefficient protection that 
now exists, especially is this true of Toronto, where unfortunately there 
are so many places which do not come under the jurisdiction of the 
Inspectors. Ottawa, the only town in Ontario that possesses such a 
By-law, commands our respect in this particular, for their City Council 
passed a By-law compelling all owners of buildings such as factories, 
tenements, boarding houses, public buildings, as theatres, schools, hos 
pitals, offices, etc., to be provided with suitable fire escapes. It is hopeful 
for the future that many new factories are provided with fire walls and 
lower stairways, these being preferable to the outside balcony fire exits. 
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The small country towns, are more inclined to erect large buildings as 
to ground space, and mainly one or two stories in height, from which the 
difficulties of escape are lessened. 

Fire protection provided by the "Shops Act" is wholly inadequate 

and there is great necessity for uniform legislation in this matter, and 

why warehouses, departmental stores and large workshops are exempt 

is difficult to comprehend, at least to the average intellect of women, 

"but not to our Legislators. 

One Inspector in his report askes the pertinent question "Can it 
"be that there is less money in life saving, than in labor saving," and ends 
the report by stating that " the true lire escape is on its way, tearing a 
fortune to its inventor and crowned with the blessing of the race." 

The regulation of the temperature still remains unsolved. Many 
varieties of work engendering great heat, hat making, steam processes, 
dyeing, in laundries, etc., or where the temperature is greatly augmented 
by steam, hot pipes, gas, or fires that are necessary to the work. All the 
factories, workshops should be provided with some mechanical means of 
ventilation, and every room should contain a thermometer. It is in the 
smaller factories and workshops that the need is greatest, and discomfort 
to workers most pronounced, because the only system of ventilation is by 
means of open windows, which is of doubtful benefit carrying in its 
wake a variable temperature and subjecting the inmates near the windows 
to cold draughts, choice lying between a vitiated atmosphere and ex 
cessive cold surely Scylla and Charybdis. 

Still, a lamentable laxness concerning the inspection of elevators in 
stores, warehouses and offices. The amended "Factories Act" meets 
the exigiences and requirements of this menace to life fairly well, but 
unfortunately there is insufficient provision for this inspection. Safety 
for limb and life, and the interests of the public at this age of rush and 
turmoil, demands the appointment of an Inspector or Inspectors in this 
especial field of work, whose duty it would be to institute at least weekly 
inspection. The employment of children and j^ouths in the running of 
elevators should be absolutely forbidden. 

The lamentable condition of the canning factories has not changed 
very materially. This industry has experienced marvellous growth 
during the past few years, and it is too largely exempt from the require 
ments of the "Factories Act." 

If one contemplates the fact that cereals, meat, fruits, and vegetables 
are prepared for eating under such unsanitary conditions as are fotind here, 
words fail to express adequately our disgust. Cleanliness ventilation- 
drainage are mainly conspicious by their absence. The over-crowded, 
illy ventilated, and "in many cases unsanitary state of the work rooms 
the puddles of dirty water on the floors the clouds of steam in the 
boiler-room the. long hours of standing in shces and clothes wet by the 
inefficient equipment for the work, and the fact that the employers are 
not amenable to the time limit, makes a truly lamentable picture. It is 
needless to reiterate that where food is prepared, work rooms, utensils, 
drainage, ventilation, should be of the finest, while bodily cleanliness and 
absence from disease should be absolutely required by all employers ; 
but the reverse is visual, and instead we find people of all ages from two 
years and upwards, huddled together without any thought of comfort 
or cleanliness. Xo proper sleeping accommodation, no conveniences 
for cleanliness, no privacy, no one to cook their meals or attend to the 
houses where they are lodged. One Inspector reported that sixteen 
women slept in a room ten feet by sixteen. 

The work is laborious hours very long yet we find the employment 
of children very general, yet recollect governing this industry there are 
no restrictions as to working hours none as to age. Can any protest 
be too forcible that is urged against the employment of workers for twelve 
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fourteen or more hours, without the most elementary arrangement for 
cleanliness and sanitation, to say nothing about comfort. For many 
these factories the washing conveniences are exceedingly primitive 
of bucket of water, tap, a sink, a small piece of soap, and either a soiled 
l or none. 



Fancy the consumption of food prepared under these unfelicitous 
conditions; and the canning factories where a more sanitary condition 
exists are woefully in the minority. And what plea shall we put forth 
for the little ones in our midst. The young in the animal world are 
provided for by their parents. Among ancient peoples the employment 
of children was unknown. "Children," says the Talmud, "must not 
be taken from the schools, even to rebuild the temple." In Greece and 
Rome the children of both slaves and masters fared alike. The educators 
worked to build up strong and beautiful bodies, knowing that only 
through this the state could receive good service. It was left for the 
boasted civilization of our day to utilize our babies and to our shame be 
it said Christendom instituted a barbarism more atrocious than any 
barbarism of antiquity. 

There is a story told that an Indian Chief was shown the wonders 
and splendors of New York the palaces of millionares the cathedrals 
public buildings sky scrapers the beautiful parks avenues the 
wonderful bridge that leaps from city to city, and then some ( one, thinking 
the Indian Chief would be sufficiently impressed, asked him the questicn, 
" Of all the wondrous things you have seen, what is the most remarkable ?" 
After a moment s pause the Indian answered, " Little children working." 

These little victims to the Moloch greed are robbed of childhood, 
health, education, and happiness, nay life itself. Labor for adults is 
beneficial, the employment of children of tender years is the greatest of 
social and national crimes. The years when mind and body are sus 
ceptible of the healthiest growth and the highest development are spent 
in one monotonous round of drudgery, which stunts the intellect, under 
mines and destroys the constitution. Statistics have revealed two preg 
nant facts. A year in the mills and a child can not be taught to read or 
write, and its capacity to learn is completely destroyed. " We grow 
through expression, and expression is necsssary to life." The child in 
the mill never talks, if the rules do not forbid, the constant noise of 
machinery effectually prevents conversation. The child becomes a living 
automaton, with hope and joy crushed out of tin scale of physical ex 
istence. Fortunately statistics also state that four or five years of this 
infamous drudgery kills. Outraged nature puts short limit on these 
unnatural conditions. Children at least possess the inalienable right to 
liberty, life and happiness, as wsll as th; opportunity to enjoy that 
liberty and experience that happiness. 

In this Province, women and children are working in foundries, 
machine shops, and breweries, in addition to factories, mercantile 
houses, workshops, canning factories and stores. It is true our legis 
lation requiras a child to be fourteen years of age before b ing employed 
in a factory, but the law allows children of ten to be employed in work 
shops, hotels, offices, departmental stores, and canning factories, and in 
many of these latter places conditions are really more inimical to health 
and life than in many of our factories. 

Common sense and humanity demands a radical change in the 
"Shops Act" and more uniformity in the laws . All efforts to promote 
the well being of our citizens, and therefore of our nation are most effect 
ually destroyed, if a large portion of our people are born and surrounded 
by these unwholesome conditions. Canada is only beginning to be a 
commercial centre, and already the evil exists, and nourishes among us. 
So let us while there is yet time, by wise and humane legislation, prevent 
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our children from being sacrificed to the growing fetish of commercialism. 
Child labor in the United States has reached mcst terrible pcrportions, 
over 2,000,000 children at work, many employed from ten to fourteen 
hours by day or night. Can one fully realize the enormity of such a 
crime ! American slavery was commendable in comparison. Many 
of the blacks lived to a good old age, and were kindly treated and pro 
vided with the necessities of life but, the infant factory slaves never 
develop into men and women. These little hapless victims, are early de 
prived of their liberty and happiness, the right to grow, to play, to bask 
in God s sunshine surrounded by God s pictures. 

So let us extend the hope that many of the workers of our fair land, 
who are not yet awake to the importance of their responsibilities and 
privileges as citizens may hear and respond to the cry of our little ones, 
and at least save them from such hopeless miser} as exists in a sister 
country.

PEACE AND ARBITRATION. 

In reviewing the work of the past year there seems to have teen very 
little tangible result, and yet your Committee feels that progress has been 
made towards bringing this large and vital subject before the minds 
of the members of the Council. 

The Convener accompanied by the Convener of the National Council, 
on this subject, Mrs. A. T. Courtice, attended a Peace and Arbitration 
Council, held at Mohonk Mountain House, Catskill Mountains, N. Y., 
in June last. 

This Convention called annually, to meet at this beautiful summer 
resort, by Mr. Charles Smiley, a Friend has grown from a little band of 
twenty-five friends at the first meeting, 1894, to a large Ccnventicn of 
two hundred and fifty delegates in 1906. Ihc most magnificent feature 
of this growth being the character of the individuals whcse interest leads 
them to assemble to discuss, on the broadest lines, the best methods of 
promoting educationally and politically the cause of peace. At the 
Council board on the opening morning the generous host, Mr. Smiley, 
Friend, sat shoulder to shoulder with Cardinal Gibbons, the Supreme Head 
of the Roman Catholic Church in America ; Dr. Lyman Abbott, the most 
eminent Congregational divine ; Bishop McVickers, of Rhode Island, 
one of the most prominent Episcopal clergymen ; the President of 
Brown s University, Justice Brewer, of the Supreme Court of the United 
States ; while eminent jurists, college and university Presidents and 
Professors, and prominent business men from all over the Union were in 
attendance, which as a whole, represented the finest ethical and social 
ideals of a nation. Interested listeners for four days to the discussion 
of this question by such minds, and from every possible point of view, 
always with the large "world" outlook prominent, and hearing in con 
clusion such opinions as that expressed by Cardinal Gibbons, when he 
said : " My friends, we are here to consider the most vitally important 
subject that can engage the minds and hearts of men to-day " and 
Justice Brewer when he said, " The time has come not will come 
when the peace of the world could be secured by an agreement among 
the first-class powers of the world to submit all questions of international 
difference to a Congress or Parliament of the nations." " When the love 
of peace and prosperity becomes stronger in the hearts of the masses, 
than the love of power and expansion is in the minds of politicans and 
statesmen, there will be no further delay in the peaceful adjustment 
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of all international matters." Do you wonder, Madam President, that 
the Convener of this Committee and her companion returned to Toronto 
with hearts burning with the desire to have this Council take its stand 
in a positive way as the advocate of peace and arbitrations. With a 
view to securing such an expression of the National Council, as well as 
our Local Council, a resolution was submitted to the Executive Committee 
previous to the meeting in Hamilton, in which the National Council 
was asked to suggest and aid in every possible way methods for active 
educational work in the Local Councils. Through some technicality, 
the resoluton was ruled out, but your Committee is satisfied, from the 
temper of the Council when the subject was indirectly touched upon at 
several different times, that such a resolution had been submitted to the 
body at large, it would certainly have been adopted. 

Already as you know, the International Council of Women, has a 
strong and active standing Committee on Peace and Arbitration. In 
every country having a National Council of Women, this subject is one 
of the foremost in the minds and hearts of those it represents ; and in 
every such country, I think without exception, there are active Peace 
Societies and organizations similar in purpose to the Mohonk Conference, 
to which I have referred ; also their should be borne in mind the large 
international movements such as, the Interparliamentary union, the 
Hague Court, and the Peace Congress, the latter meets in some one or 
other of the large centers of life every year. The past year the meeting 
was in Milan I believe this year it is to be in New York City ; to this 
Congress every Peace Society in the world is invited to send a representa 
tive. Canada may now share in this great and eminent gathering year 
after year by a delegate from the Canadian Peace Society, of which Sir 
William Mulock is the President. It is a matter for congrat ulat ion 
that this Society is now fully organized and is entering upon its noble 
campaign of education. All who long for the day when in matters of 
serious international difference the appeal will be made to brain and not 
to brawn for adjustment should become members of this Society, and 
help with the fee of a $1.00 a year, and their personal influence to educate 
the sentiment of a small segment of the great Circle of the Nations ; 
feeling assured that when the entire Circle is completed there will dawn 
the permanent day of peace and prosperity. But to return to the efforts 
of your Committee. The next step planned was to seek opportunities 
to bring the whole subject, as far as possible, before the affiliated societies 
of our Toronto Local Council ; securing their active interest, and get 
one individual from each Society appointed a member of the Peace and 
Arbitration Committee. It is along this line that we are now working. 
A start has been made. Two Societies, the Woman s Alliance of the Uni 
tarian Church, and the Household Economic Association, have ap 
pointed each a member on the Committee. 

When called upon one year from now to make our annual report, 
we hope to speak for a large and representative Committee and to report 
much progress made in some one or more of the following directions, 
namely : -Getting the ministers of the city to observe a Peace Sunday 
each year, thus following the example of England where the Sunday 
next before Christmas is so observed ; by encouraging editors to advocate 
Peace measures rather than appeal to the belligerent feeling in times of 
disturbance ; by persuading legislators to support arbitration and all 
laws that strengthen Peace ; by discussing the subject as a part of the 
programme of each winter s work in the various affiliated societies ; by 
petitioning the Board of Education to establish a Peace Day in all the 
schools, a step already accomplished in some of the States, notably 
in Massachusetts, where the iSth of May is so observed under the title 
"Hague Day." These are directions Madame President, in which your 
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Committee, when fully formed, hopes to work, and the Convener begs 
that various societies affiliated will give an early opportunity for a pre 
sentation of the matter at a regular meeting, with the hope that their 
member may be appointed, or that they will take action on their own 
initiative and at once appoint a representative on the Committee, notify 
ing the Convener promptly, giving name and address of the appointee.

VACATION SCHOOLS AND SUPERVISED PLAYGROUNDS. 

A Vacation School was held in Elizabeth Street School during the 
months of July and August, 1905. It was well attended, but not by the 
cl: ss of children it was intended for. The visitors in connection with it 
found the mothers of such children would not let them enter the school, 
unless they were washed and respectably dressed. They would not 
take the trouble to see that this was done; consequently the liltle ones 
were left to play in the street and dirty back yards for two long hot 
months. 

One of the most attractive features of the Summer School and the 
most patronized was the sand-pile. This has been left as a legacy to the 
poor little tots of the neighborhood. It never grows old and never loses 
its interest. It has made us wonder, if something more wonderful than 
the rarest flowers, may not yet grow from that barren heap of sand. 
No mother has the least objection to the sister, who is nurse to the child 
ren younger than herself, wandering off to a spot (sacred to the children) 
and safe from accidents, however dirty and ragged they may be. A 
Children s Park or Supervised Playground ! That is what is needed. 
From such a beginning cleanliness and other things desirable, would 
grow ; we would give the following facts to show how the smallest effort 
in that direction is appreciated. 

During the summer of 1906, the caretaker of the school let the small 
children have access to the sand-pile and kept a kindly watch over them. 
As soon as she was known to be on her way to the school, all the babies in 
the neighborhood were also on the way, armed with agricultural imple 
ments, ranging in size from a tea-spoon to a coal shovel. Here they* 
were happy and out of harms way for hours together. Three nights 
in the week" from 7 o clock p.m. till d ark the yard was thrown open to the 
larger boys and girls, in addition to the tots who would not be left out. 

Two of the city teachers were voluntarily always in attendance 
with the exception of one night. The oldest girds played basket ball, 
and if there were not enough girls on time to start with, a mixed team 
of girls and boys was formed, who worked well with splendid results. 
They learned to play together without being silly. One of the girls 
about 18 years of age, the roughest and boldest of the Club, after one 
tight with a girl of her own size, for which she was suspended from the team . 
came back after gazing over the fence with longing eyes for two or three 
nights, apologised and begged to be taken on again. The result was 
more than satisfactory. She is now one of the quietest and most lady 
like of the Club. 

We find that boys and girls from 14 to 21 years old must play, and play 
vigorously, and though they work all day long, there is still this desire 
and also the strength to do it, after the day s work is done. Note their 
wealthier sisters, lawn tennis, golf, rowing, riding, etc. The bread winners 
cannot afford these pastimes and take to the streets and cheap "shows." 
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Oh, that some wise city father would father these boys and girls 
(who have no votes) and provide places for good wholesome vigorous 
play. We are sure there would be lots of volunteers to supervise, as 
supervisors are absolutely necessary, and are more than appreciated by 
the girls and boys. Their presence is check enough. 

While the girls were playing basket-ball in one part of the yard the 
larger boys were playing base-ball, while the sand-pile was full, packed 
with wee ones, often within an enclosure of baby carriages, while the 
fences and adjacent sheds served as a grand stand for an admiring audience 
of fathers, mothers and older friends. One or two mothers had chairs 
in the yard. 

The girls are already preparing for next summer. We understand 
they are making themselves suits of pearl gray chambray, Peter Pan 
blouses, trimmed with white, with full or pleated skirt to match i Miss 
Mclntosh, of the Mission Union, will gladly give full particulars of her 
three baseball teams (who can play base ball the whole aft ernocn without 
one wrong word.) She will also tell how sadly a place to practice in is 
needed. 

Dr. Skinner can tell of the still older ones, young men, and the build 
ing they are seeking to erect, while Miss How and Miss Robb have a 
truly wonderful fairy story about 450 children being sent to the country 
for two weeks each, which stretched in some cases into months and in 
some cases into adoption for life. Two weeks in the real country, on a 
real farm, has often been the cause of the first awakening of the child. 
Children notice outdoor things more than indoor life, and country life 
more than city life. One little child, who had never noticed anything 
that happened around her informed her teacher that "cows chewed gum, 
for she saw them."

REPORTS OF FEDERATED SOCIETIES 

ABERDEEN ASSOCIATION. 

The year 1906 has been uneventful for the Toronto Branch of the 
Aberdeen Association. Some 140 parcels are packed every month, each 
containing a supply of literature carsfully suited to the different tastes 
ages and circumstances of the recipients. Many of these latter pay the 
postage on an additional parcel in order to have a larger supply of reading 
^matter. The clergy especially, of whom there are many on our list, find 
the 2-lb. parcel all too small for the needs of their districts. Part of the 
funds of the Branch have been applied to sending larges boxes of books 
and magazines for distribution in lumber camps, among railway men and 
for libraries in the more scattered districts. Eight of such boxes have 
been sent out during the past year and have been most gratefully received. 

We are occasionally asked to supply large quantities of new literature 
and we should like to take this opportunity of explaining that our supply 
of such literature is barely enough to meet the needs of our regular monthly 
recipients who have, of course, the first claim. Magazines and papers of 
recent date are always eagerly sought for and we are most grateful for all 
such. Parcels should be sent to the Express Office, Parliament Buildings, 
whence they are delivered to the Room Committee which meets every 
week to sort and arrange the literature sent in. Complete yearly sets 
of magazines are greatly valued, as they are sent out month by month to 
the recipients and add greatly to the interest of the parcels. 

Ten names have been taken off our list for various reasons, principally 
the removal of the settlers to more populous districts where literature 
i3 more readily available. The establishment of the Minto libraries has 
also relieved our list of several names, so that room has been found for 
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twenty-one new applicants. Many of these are residents of the Barr 
Colony and Lloydminster district, where great efforts are being made 
by Archdeacon Lloyd to mitigate the evils of loneliness and isolation 
among the settlers, by providing centres where they can have both 
mental and social entertainment and occupation. The Aberdeen As 
sociation has been able to help in this work by supplying reading matter 
to some of the centres as well as to the individual settlers.

This year as formerly, the Association has given to University College 
a prize of Sio for English Composition in the second year, and the Associa 
tion has contributed $15 toward the work of the settlement known as 
Evangelia House. 

The Occupations Committee has supplied members of the Association 
with information as to positions, specially demanding college women, 
and has been the means of getting good positions, educational and other 
wise, for several.

HAVEN AND PRISON GATE MISSION. 

Without making any effort to keep in view Dr. Bruce Smith s in 
structions as to proper air space for our inmates, we have kept well within 
the limits throughout the year, yet our daily average has been onlv one 
less than that of the year before. 

Admissions were fewer by 94, but as the average stay of each inmate 
was 23 days longer than during the previous year, our "prospects re the 
Government grant are not affected unfavorably by the decrease of numbers. 

Just here I wish to draw attention to the" aspect of change in our 
work on the Prison Gate side of the Home. 

During the year ending September joth, 1896, there were admitted 
251 drinking women. Five years later, during the year ending September 
3oth, IQOI, there were 188 such admissions. Last year only 87 of this class 
were admitted and re-admitted, just one-third of the number who came 
to us ten years ago, and not quite half as many as were admitted five 
years later. In point of fact, out of the 87 drinking women who were 
sheltered last year, only eight were new cases. Naturally we have tried 
to find out just what causes have been at work producing th^se results. 
It would gladden our hearts to be assured that the drink habit is on the 
wane ; but no practical outlook, however, optimistic, gives us such an 
assurance. Try as we may, we can find no reasons outside of our insist 
ence of the rules that the Haven shall not become a lodging-house, and 
that every woman addicted to drink must stay a month, so that she may 
become perfectly sober and physically able to take a suitable situation 
when offered. 

We have been spared any epidemic among our babies this year. 
Of the 14 who were with us when the year began, and the 49 who came to 
us, only 10 died. This is rather a remarkable record, considering the 
heavy death rate among infants throughout the city during the hot 
summer months. 

Our gospel services continue to be well sustained by the many friends 
who come to us in all weathers from all parts of the city.

This Society, established for the purpose of encouraging and de 
veloping an interest in the problems, artistic and scientific, which have to 
be solved in the modern household, is now enjoying the most successful 
season since its inauguration in 1900.

Linsey Banks, and " Health in the Home," by Wm. Oldright, M.A., M.D., 
Those to follow are " Nature and Life," by Mr. W. H. Elliot, B.A., " The 
Ethical Value of Home Economics," by Mrs. Hoodless, of Hamilton ; 
" Why We Should Love Beautiful Things," by Rev. R. P. Bowles, M.A., 
B.D.; " The Dietetic Value of Milk," by Edward W. Hammond, F.P.S., 
D.V.S., and others. 

The Society also possesses a library of the best available books on such 
subjects as " Household Arts," Child Study, Culture, Hygiene, Chemistry, 
Dietetics, etc., which is much appreciated by the members.

THE INFANTS HOME AND INFIRMARY. 

The Infants Home and Infirmary has for its foremost object, the 
Pressrvat ion of infant life. Recognizing the fact that every human being 
has claim for protection, we work on the basis that where that protection 
is not forthcoming from the family, the newly born has a right to it from 
the community, and that those words " nurse this child," taken from the 
Old Testament, and which we have adopted as our motto, are a solemn 
command to us all. 

This Home is conducted by a Board of 35 or more lady managers, 
who meet monthly for special business, and weekly for applications and 
matters of ordinary routine. The work for the past year has not been 
marked by much deviation from that of others. The number of feeble 
minded mothers is about the same, and for these we feel much anxiety, 
lest any may be obliged to leave with their infants before the Legislature 
has made provision for their care. This matter will in all probability be 
dealt with at the present session of the Provincial Government . 

In the cases of young mothers with an infant needing our Home 
and its care if unmarried there must always be proof of its being the 
first child not that we think these only should be protected, but that 
that our work ends here, and the work of other Institutions begins, 
is our aim in these cases while giving the mother opportunity to provide 
for, and love her child, to so influence her that she may try to lead a batter 
life. 

Next comes the ever increasing number of young children of un 
happily married couples separated by intemperance or wrong-doing, 
and lastly, and for these our hearts go out in great sympathy those who 
from death or insanity of one or both parents, are in need of help, and 
for all these our Institution is indeed a veritable Home.

THE PROTESTANT ORPHANS HOME.

TORONTO HUMANE SOCIETY. 

Last year we told you that we had engaged a Special Officer Mr. 
James Smith. It is now our very pleasing duty to tell you that as far as 
he is concerned, our work has been a perfect success. He being a certified 
English Farrier, is able to detect suffering in horses that the general 
public would not see and by his advice to drivers is doing much good, 
notably in cases of the tight over-head check-rein. We hav? in our report 
book particulars of 1,500 cases that he has attended to during the time 
that he has been with us, nearly seventeen months. We again reiterate 
our request for the public to report casss, in fact the public at large are 
greatly to blame lor not doing so, for scarcely any cruelty can take place 
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without someone seeing it. Our Officer cannot be everywhere. Remem 
ber that as Ruskin says : " He that is not actively kind is cruel." We 
mise that all complaints will be treated as confidential. Twenty-six 
Societies that we know of have been started in Canada, verv man"} of 
which were organized through directions asked for, and sent from this 
Society. 

What we now want is to purchase one or two horses to lend to very 
poor men, while we take theirs, cure and rest them and at The same 
time have both under the inspection of our Special Officer. This is done 
in England and South Africa. We have no money for this good work. 
We also greatly require temporary shelter where small animals can 1 e 
taken until claimed, homes found for them or until they arc humanely 
destroyed. Funds are also required for Lecturers and Bands of Mercy 
teachers for spreading the work as well as for a Journal to further the 
interests of the Society generally. When cases of cruelty to children or 
acts of bravery ar? reported, we send reports on to our Branch Societies : 
"The Children s Aid" and "The Royal Canadian Humane Association." 

In England last year, nearly 8200,000 was spent by the London 
Society while our outlay independent of the Special Officer s salary, was 
about $700.00.

VICTORIA WOMEN S RESIDENCE AND EDUCATIONAL 

ASSOCIATION. 

The Society now known as the " Victoria Women s Residence and 
Educational Association " wns organized on March, the 5th, 1897, with 
Mrs. N. Burwash as President, and was then named the " Barbara Heck 
Memorial Association." 

The change brought no change in the purpose and aim of the Associa 
tion, which from the first has been " to raise funds to eq*iip and maintain 
a residence for the women students of Victoria College, to provide endow 
ment for the same, to promote the interests cf Victoria College, and to 
advance the cause of women s education in connection with the Methcdist 
Church." The late Mr. Hart A. Massey had left a legacy of 850,000, 
which was to be applied solely to the building of a residence for women 
students cf Victoria College. To provide for the expense of land and 
furnishing was the first work undertaken by the Association. 

For several years the cause made slow progress, but final success 
crowned the effort, a success largely due to the untiring effort of our 
first treasurer, the late Mrs. George A. Cox. 

In October, 1903, Annesley Hall was opened to students, and since 
that time has always had as many residents as could be accommodated. 
A committee of management, selected from the members of the Associa 
tion, governs the Hall. 

The annual meeting is held in March. 

In addition to the monthly meetings the Association has held under 
its auspices several public lectures, the proceeds of which have been given 
to the endowment fund of Annesley Hall. 

All women who show an interest in the Association by attending its 
meetings, or subscribing to its funds are eligible for membership. 



TORONTO WOMAN S CHRISTIAN TEMPERANCE UNION. 

In listening to the reports of our affiliated societies, I realize how many 
interests we have in common and how much we help and encourage each 
other by this annual rehearsal of our year s work. It seems to me we 
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might all adopt the beautiful and inspiring motto of our Woman s Chris 
tian Temperance Union, For Gcd and Home and Native Land " for 
surely that is the mainspring which moves all our women s organizations 
Our membership has slightly increased the past year, there being 
876 active and 300 honorary members among the District and Local 
Unions. 

Our Francis E. Williard Home has sheltered 284 girls the past year 
an increase of 52 over the previous year. Our Travellers Aid assisted 
166 imigrant families, Soo mothers travelling with children, and 464 girls 
162 of whom remained in the city. 

Th social side of our work has been well looked after the District 
holding four parlor meetings, one of them being a reception to the "iris who 
have passed through the Home, all of whom our Matron tries to ke&lt;-p in 
touch with ; and the Northern YV furnished a splendid programme 
assisted by the young lady boarders. 

Our 15 Unions held 36 parlor meetings, which, with our annual tea 
and School of Methods, make over 40 meetings of a social character 
combined with up-to-date temperance programmes. These with the 
regular monthly or semi-monthly business meetings of the District and 
various Unions, make up a busy year. In connection with our Lumber 
Camp work our Unions, besides donating 8225 towards cur missionaries 
salaries, sent a number of comfort bags, well filled with necessaries for 
these isolated workmen in the woods of New Ontario, and Muskoka 
Testaments, hymn books, song sheets, magazines and books, weighing 
several hundred Ibs. in all, and several boxes of clothing for the scattered 
settlers of that newly settled part of our Province. In our Floivcr Mission 
Work over 2,000 bouquets have been distributed besides several potted 
plants, oranges, jelly, canned fruit, eggs, vegetables, meat and groceries 
and clothing. Hundreds of visits have been made and over one hundred 
families furnished with Xmas dinners. Of our other work in our Mother s 
Meetings, our Fair Work, Gospel Tent, etc., there is not time or space to 
speak, but all are done in the spirit of helpfulness and loving sisterhood.

WOMEN S MEDICAL SOCIETY.

As 
yet no woman has been appointed in her place, but it is sincerely hoped 
that the Local Council will join with our Society to hold for women a posi 
tion which was obtained with difficulty and means much to the wcmen of 
ourj profession.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

TORONTO LOCAL COUNCIL 

IX FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF CANADA 



PREAMBLE. 

Believing that the more intimate knowledge of one another s work 
result in larger mutual sympathy and greater unity of thought, 
and, therefore, in more effective action, certain Associations of Women 
interested in Philanthrophy, Religion, Education, Literature, Art, and 
Social Reform, have determined to organize Local Councils, and to that 
end join in the following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. NAME. 

This Federation shall be called the Local Council of Women of To 
ronto in affiliation with the National Council of Women of Canada. 

ARTICLE II. POLICY. 

The aim of the Local Council is to bring the various Associations 
of Women in Toronto into closer relations through an organized union ; 
but no Society entering a Local Council shall thereby lose its independence 
in aim or method, or be committed to any principle or method of any 
other Society in the Council, the object of which is to serve as a medium 
of communication and a means of prosecuting any work of common 
interest. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERS. 

Sec. i. Any Society of Women, the nature of whose work is satis 
factory to the Executive Committee of the Local Council, may become 
members of said Council by its own vote. 

Sec. 2. The women of any organization, composed of both men 
and women, may associate themselves by their own vote and join said 
Local Council. 

Sec. 3. Any women representing organized Societies of Women 
which by reasons of internal regulations cannot affiliate, and which it 
is at the same time desirable to have represented, ma} te invited by 
the President and Executive to join the Committee. 
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ARTICLES IV. OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Local Council shall consist of a President one 
or more elected Vice-Presidents, ex-officio Vice-President (President of 
all Societies federating in a Local Council), a Corresponding Secretary, 
a Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

There officers shall comprise the executive Committee, whose busi 
ness it shall be to control and provide for the general interests of the 
Council. Five members shall constitute a quorum of this Committee. 

ARTICLE V. MEETINGS. 

Sec. i. -This Local Council shall hold Annual Meetings for the 
election of officers and other business. 

Sec. 2. The Committee of Arrangements shall consist of the Exe 
cutive Committee. 

Sec. 3. At the Annual Meeting each Society belonging to the 
Council shall have five votes (exclusive of that cast by the President.) 

Sec. 4. All other members of any Society belonging to the Council 
may have the privilege of participating in all discussions that may arise 
at the Annual Meeting, but may not vote. 

Sec. 5. Other meetings of the Local Council may be held from time 
to time as may best promote the interests of the said Council. 

Sec. 6. All new business to be brought before the Annual Meeting 
of the Local Council must first be submitted to the Executive Committee 
as a notice of motion. 

ARTICLE VI. FEES. 

Each Society federating in this Local Council shall pay an annual 

fee of $2.00 towards the expense fund of the said Council. 

ARTICLE VII. -PATRONS. 

Sec. i Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive 
Committee may become a Patron of the Local Council upon the payment 
of $5.00 annually or $50.00 at onetime. 

Sec. 2 The names of Patrons shall be placed with those of the Ex 
ecutive Committee on all printed documents. 

Sec. 3, Any person whose name is acceptable to the .Executive 
Committee and who is not connected with any affiliated Society may 
become a member of the Local Counciron payment of $1.00 annually and 
may take part in the proceedings and discussions of the public meet 
ings of th Council, but is not entitled to vote. Such members shall 
receive free all literature published by the Council. 

Sec. 4. Any person whose name is accepted by the Executive 
Committee may become a Life Member of the Local Council on payment 
of a fee of $15.00, and may take part in the proceedings and discussions 
of the public meetings of the Council, but is net entitled to vote. The 
names of such Life Members shall be printed immediately after those of 
the Life Patrons of the Local Council, and they shall be entitled to receive 
free all ordinary literature published by the Local Council. 

ARTICLE VIII. AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two third vote 
of the Local Council at any annual meeting, provided that such altera 
tion be in harmony with the Constitution of the National Council, notice 
of the proposed change having been sent to the Executive of the National 
Council two months, and to each Society belonging to the Council at least 
one month, prior to such meeting.

I. MEETINGS. 

1. The Annual Meeting of the Local Council shall be held during 
the last week of January of each year, unless an alteration of the date 
is deemed advisable by the Executive. 

2. The Local Council shall hold three regular public meetings (ex 
clusive of the Annual Meeting) during the year, the date of such meetings 
to be left to the Executive to decide. 

3. The order of business at the Annual Meeting of the Council shall 
be as follows : 

1. Prayer. 

2. Roll" call. 

3. Minutes of the last Annual Meeting. 

4. President s opening remarks. 

5. Correspondence. 

6. Appointment of members of the Council as returning offcers 

and tellers for the ballot voting, if necessary. 

7. Annual Reports. 

8. Reports of Local Societies and Institutions. 

9. Appointment of Auditors. 
10. . Voting for Officers by ballet . 

11. Amendments to Rules and Standing Orders (if any.) 

12. Motions of which due notice has been given to the Executive 

Committee, and by them to each Affiliated Association, and 
Amendments relevant to the motions before the meetings. 

13. Other business. 

(This order to be followed as near as possible at all public 
meetings.) 

4. Spscial Meetings of the Local Council for urgent business may 
be convened by the President at her own discretion, or at the request in 
writing of three members of the Executive. 

5. Standing Committees and Sub-Committees may be appointed by 
the Executive as may be found necessary for the efficient carrying on 
of the business of the Council. Each of such Committees shall appoint a 
Secretary, who shall present a report, first to the Executive and then at 
one of the regular public meetings. 

6. A preliminary Agenda for the Annual Meeting shall be sent out 
to each Affiliated Society and Institution two months before the Annual 
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Meeting, and shall be laid before each such body for discussion along 
with the nomination papers for officers, in order "that suggestions as to 
any notice of amendment, alteration, support, or withdrawal may be 
sent back to the Executive three weeks after its receipt. The final 
Agenda, as amended, shall be returned a month before the Annual Meeting 
in order that each Society may be able to consider it at their ordinary 
monthly meeting, and shall instruct their delegates how to vote. 

7. Resolutions from affiliated Societies and Institutions must be 
received by the Corresponding Secretary two months before the Annual 
Meeting, in order that they may be placed on the preliminary Agenda, 
and be sent out for the consideration and amendment of the affiliated 
organizations. Amendments can be sent in when the preliminary Agenda 
is returned to the Corresponding Secretary. 

8. If a two-thirds majority of the National Executive deem any 
resolution sent by the Local Councils or Nationally Organized Societies 
unsuitable or inadvisable for presentation to the Council, it shall not be 
placed on the Agenda. The votes composing the above two-thirds 
majority shall be given, either personally or in writing, by the actual 
members of the said Executive. 

9. Motions shall be placed on the Agenda, either by the Executive 
Committee or by any of the affiliated bodies, but no resolution shall be 
sent in by any individual. 

10. Delegates shall occupy seats, allotted by the previous arrange 
ment to the representatives of affiliated Societies and Institutions. 

11. The public is privileged to attend the meetings of the Council,, 
not including the meeting of the Executive Committee. 



II. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS. 

1. The President, or, in her absence, one of the elected Vice-Presi- 
dents, shall preside at all meetings of the Local Council and its Executive .. 
She shall take a general supervision of all its work. 

2. One of the elected Vice-Presidents of the Local Council shall act 
in the absence of the President , or the Executive may appoint an Acting- 
President. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a correct record of all meetings 
and of all motions and resolutions, shall prepare an Order of Business 
of each meeting, and attend to all printing. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of all corres 
pondence, read the roll call, and keep a correct list of all the affiliated 
Societies and their authorized representatives. She shall also present a 
full report of the j^ear s proceedings at the Annual Meeting. 

5. The Treasurer, shall receive, collect and hold all moneys of the 
Council, disbursing the same by order of the President. She shall pay 
out all accounts by means of cheques, and shall have her book audited 
by an auditor appointed by the Council, befure presenting her Annual 
Report. All subscriptions "and fees shall be acknowledged by official 
receipt, signed by the treasurer. 

III. ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

i Nomination papers for the officers of the Local Council shall be 
sent out by the Executive to each affiliated Society and Institution two 
months before the Annual Meeting, and shall be returned by them within 
three weeks after receipt to the Corresponding Secretary, filled in in accor 
dance with the instruction of each affiliated Society or Institution. 
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2. Nominations for officers of the Local Councils may be mad- bv 
each affiliated Society or Institution, and by the Execution Committees 
of Local Councils, but not by individual officers of the same. 

3. Election of officers shall be by ballot. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary" shall make a list of all nominations 
received, and shall send a copy of such list to each officer, affiliated 
Society or Institution of the Local Council, one month before the Annual 
Meeting, in order that each affiliated Society or Institution may be able 
to instruct its delegates to vote for the candidates which it prefers 

5. The ballot papers for the election of general officers shall be 
supplied to each member of the Council by the returning officers The 
voters shall be required to mark their papers and hand to the returning 
officers. Xo member of the Council shall receive a second ballot paper 
except from the returning officers in exchange for the one previously given 

6. In case of the resignation or death of an officer during her "term of 
office, a successor shall be elected by the Executive to serve during the 
remainder of such term. 

IV. RULES OF ORDER. 

1. Every person when speaking shall stand, and shall address the 
chair. 

2. The President may at any time take the opinion of the Council 
as to the length of time to be allowed for discussion of any motion and 
shall then, at her own discretion, limit the timejfor the speaker. 

3. The President of the Council, or any member, may, at the close 
of any speech, propose, without debate, " That the question be now put"- 
and if the motion be seconded and carried by a majority the original 
resolution, or the resolution as amended, shall be at once put without 
debate. 

4. Every motion shall be proposed, or, in other words, read bv the 
presiding officer before it is open to debate or amendment. Only two 
amendments shall be proposed at one time to a motion or question In 
other words, there shall be only three questions at one time before the 
Council, the main motion, an amendment, and an amendment thereto 
But when an amendment to an amendment is disposed of, another am^nd- 
ment can be proposed, provided it is not one similar to that already voted 
on_ But a motion for the adjournment of Council or debate is always in 
order under such circumstances. 

5. Motions and amendments shall be voted on in the reverse order 
to that in which they are submitted, the last amendment beine thus 
voted on first. 

6. All special motions shall be in writing, and shall be seconded before 
being put from the chair, but motions for an adjournment of Council or of 
debate, or for the previous question, or mere routine business need not be 
written 

7. A motion that is not seconded may not be proposed from the 
chair, and no entry thereof shall be made in the minutes. 

8. A motion may be withdrawn with the consent of the members 
of the Council present, or, in other words, without a negative voice. 

9. Any member may require the question under discussion to be 
read at any time of the debate, but not so as to interrupt a speaker. 

10. A motion to adjourn is always in order, and shall be voted on 
without debate, when there is a question under consideration ; when 
there is no such question under discussion, and the motion for adjournment 

s a substantive or main motion, a debate thereon is permissible, but it 
must be ccn ined to the question of adjournment. A motion to adjourn 
cannot be amended, and must bs simply, " That the Council be now 
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adjourned," or " That the debate bs now adjourned." A motion that the 
Council do adjourn to a particular day or hour, is always amendable with 
respect to the day or hour. 

11. No question or motion can be regularly offered if it is substantially 
the same as the one on which the judgment of the Council has already 
been expressed during the meeting of the Council. 

12. Amendments must be relevant to the subject-matter of the 
original motion. 

13. The Secretary or Recording Officer shall make no entry of a. 
motion or proposed resolution except it is proposed by the chair. 

14. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Council, and in explaining a point of order or pro 
cedure, she shall state the rule or authority applicable to the case. 

15. No member shall speak twice to a motion or question, except 
in explanation of a material part of her speech in which she may have 
been misconceived, but then she may not introduce new matter. A 
member who has spoken to a motion may speak when a new question or 
an amendment is proposed to the motion. A reply shall be allowed only 
to the mover of a main or substantive motion. 

16. When two or members rise to speak, the presiding officer shall 
call upon the member who, in her opinion, first rose in her place ; and 
should more than one member rise at once, the presiding officer shall 
determine who is entitled to the floor. 

17. No member shall speak to any question after the same has been 
fully put by the presiding officer. 

1 8. If a member was not present in the hall and did not hear the 
question "put" or read by the presiding officer, she shall not vote on that 
question. 

19. When a debate on a question is concluded, the presiding officer 
shall proceed to pat the question. If a question has not been heard, she 
shall read it again to the meeting. Having read the question on which 
the decision of the meeting is to be first given, she shall take the sense 
the members by saying, " Those who ars in favor of the motion or amend 
ment shall say aye, " those who are of the contrary opinion shall say 
no. " When the supporters or the opponents of the motion have given 
their voices for and against the same, the presiding officer shall say, " I 
think the ayes have it," or " I think the noes have it," or " I cannot de 
cide." Any member of the Council feeling a doubt as to the correctness 
of the decision may call for a division. 

20. On the general business of the Council, the sense of the delegates 
shall be taken in the usual parliamentary method of asking for ayes and 
noes, as prescribed in the foregoing order. In cases where a division is 
called for, the vote shall be taken by calling over the roll of affiliated 
bodies, when the vote of each such body shall be given by the delegate 
or delegates present. 

21. The President, or person occupying the chair, shall have a 
casting vote when there is a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a member 
of the Council. 

22. In the event of the full number of delegates from any affiliated 
Society or Institution not being able to attend, the full number of votes 
to which each such body is entitled shall be given by such delegate or 
delegates as are present. 

23. The responsibility for the appointment and instruction of dele 
gates to the Annual Meeting rests solely with the ladies appointing, and 
delegates are required to act in strict accordance with the instructions of 
the affiliated Society or Institution which they represent, and on points 
which may incidently arise, as far as they can judge, in accordance with 
the spirit of that organization, and not as individuals. 
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24 Local Councils shall not bring any matters before the Provincial 
Legislatures without first receiving the endorsation of the Exec 
Committee of the National Council. 

2 e When anv doubt arises on the proper procedure to be followed, 
reference shall be made to " Dr. Bourinot s Book on Parliamentary 
Procedure and Procedure at Public Meetings." 

V. AMENDMENT OF STANDING ORDERS. 

i The Bv-laws may be altered or amended at any time by a two- 
thirds vote of the Local Council, notice of proposed change having 
given at a p:evious meeting.

4. Correspondence. 

5. Report of Corresponding Secretary. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Report of Sub-Committees (if any). 

8. Business arising out of Minutes. 

9. Any business carried over from last meeting. 
10. New business. 

3. Special meetings may be called by any three members of the 
Executive requesting the President in writing to convene a meeting. 
A week s notice must be given in such cases, and the place of meeting 
left to the option of the President. The names of the three members 
requesting the meeting shall be mentioned in the notice summoning 
the meeting. 

4. The notice calling each Committee shall contain the terms of 
any important resolution or urgent business of which notice has been 
given in sufficient time so to do. 
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II. RULES OF ORDER. 

1 All correspondence of importance shall be submitted to the 
President and copies of all letters of moment sent out by the Secretary 
shall be kept and produced, if desired, by the Executive. 

2 When the President of any affiliated Society or Institution is 
unable to attend a meeting of the Executive, it shall be competent 
the Executive Committee of such affiliated Society or Institution t 
appoint a substitute to attend in her place, or to empower their Pres 

or representative to appoint a substitute. 

3. The affiliation of Local Societies and organizations shall be 
accepted on the following terms : 

1. Receipt of formal letter enclosing copy of resolution ] 

the meeting affiliating Local Societies or Institutions. 

2. A statement of the aims and objects of the Society or organi 

zation. 

T.. Payment of affiliation fee. 

4. Approval of the Executive Committee expressed by resoluti 
4 Ml correspondence received since last meeting shall be upon 
the table filed according to subject and date. Such general correspondence 
as the Committee desire to hear shall be read by the Correspo 
Secretary before each subject comes on for discussion, and any commun 
ication relating thereto, which may be considered important, shall te 
read to the meeting. Any member shall be entitled to call for the reading 
of other communications. 

5. A memorandum of notes sent by absent members and a record 
of attendance shall be kept by the Recording Secretary. 

6. Any part of the regular business of a meeting may be taken up 
out of its regular order, or any special business may be taken without 
notice, only when a motion of urgency has been passed by a majority of 
not less than two thirds of the members present. 

7. Every notice of motion for the Agenda shall be sent in to the 
Corresponding Secretary in writing, and shall be signed by the members 
of the Committee sending it in. 

8. All motions or amendments, other than mere formal ones, shall 
be reduced to writing. 

9. Motions to rescind resolutions passed within six months, and 
motions to the same effect as motions negatived within the previous six 
months, must be passed by a majority or two-thirds of the members 
present . 

10. The President, or person occupying the chair, shall have a casting 
vote in the case of a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a member. 

n. Every member of the Committee when speaking shall address 
the chair only. 

12. The Standing Orders shall not be suspended unless by an un 
animous vote. 

13. The above Standing Orders shall be observed by the Sub-Commit 
tees so far as they are applicable. 
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
